Cent ralla, H al Is vil le, Mid­ 
way, Hinton, N**w Providence and 
Prathersville. 
The property loss for the entire 
county is estimated at close to $1,- 
000,000. 
Hundreds of head of live 
stock were killed and in Centralia 
fifty houses w’ere razed.
